train.

"The only platform I have brought 


•with me,'1 said Glass, "is the Virginia 
platform which the president formally 
approved in a letter to me." 


The Virginia platform is silent upon 


both the prohibition and Irish Ques- 
tions which, with the league, form the 
chief sources of trouble for the plat- 
form builders.

l Hibben ol Princeton univer- 


sity is critici/ed tor the pessimistic tone 
of his recent baccalaureate address. He 
said to the si nior class. 'The modern 
dress, the modern dance, the modern 
music and modern manners are symp- 
toms that indicate that somehow in this 
age \\e have los-t our bearings and the 
old values of lite, once so highly prized, 
ha\e been torgotten. There is danger ot 
a lessening, if not a loss, ol the old rev- 
erence for womanhood " It is objected 
that what is here complained of is really 
nothing new, that similar complaints 
\\ere made, ten, twenty and even a hun- 
dred years ago; and that Princeton's 
president, like others before him, makes 
the mistake of picturing the extremes as 
typical ol American Hie in general. 


There is point in this \iew, but the 


quotation and the criticism do not give a 
pioper idea of President Hibben's ad- 
dress as a whole. He said also: "I have 
particularly in mind the danger of a loss 
to you ot something of incalculable val- 
ue. It is not the danger of missing some- 
thing which you have never experienced, 
but of losing that which you have alrea- 
dy possessed. That possession you shared 
in common with us all during the years 
of 1917 and 1918. 
There came to you 


then a peculiar elevation of spirit, when 
the world, suddenly awakened to a reali- 
zation that there was a cause to defend, 
challenging one's loyalty and command- 
ing one's devotion, and that there \vas 
something to believe in, something to 
light lor and something even to die for. 
There vvas no one of us who failed to ex- 
perience this moral and spiritual exhila- 
ration." 


Unfortunately this moral and spiritual 


exhiliaration seems to ha\e terminated 
with the war. It is noticeable in govern- 
ment, in business, in social life. Perhaps 
we could not have expected it to survive 
entire!}-, but on the other hand did we 
not ha\e a right to expect it would not 
subside so rapidly? The greatest hope 
that it will live and ennoble the nation 
lies with our youth, and President Hib- 
ben understands this thoroughly in his 
appeal to the Princeton graduates.

and universities and prescribed studies 
of any sort are now so rarely enforced 
upon the liberty-lo\ing, and also leis- 
ure-loving youth of the country, that the 
news that Oxford university had dropped 
compulsory (Ircek will surprise few. In- 
deed, if the item \\as noted at all it was 
probably with the comforting thought 
that England \\as belatedly admitting 
the wisdom oi our excellent example. 


But there was a lime in England when 


Greek was not dry bones and dust but 
the breath of life. The legend of the his- 
torians has it that when the Turks came 
to Constantinople the (ireek scholars 
packed up their books and went to Ita- 
ly, where presently the Italian renais- 
sance blossomed out; that French stu- 
dents, wandering southward, caught the 
flaiuc; that Erasmus bought (ireek books 
first and clothing later; and that the new 
learning, as it \\as called, \\as first 
I.night in UngK.nd .tt the l*ni\eisil> of 
Oxford. It was then the young, the en- 
thusiastic, who championed (irerk, and 
the old and prudent who, seeing in it 
much that might disturb the existing or- 
der, opposed it. 


Not without a struggle did the wit of 


the Attic dramatists, the wisdom of the 
(ireek philosophers, *'thc surge and thun- 
der of the Odyssey" gain a hearing in 
England. Three centuries and more had 
to pass before (ireek wore out its \\el- 
cojjjc, and the gospel of culture was dis- 
placed by that of c-lliciciicy. (ireek ami 
ILilin now produce amiable gentlemen, 
statesmen whose papers are models of 
style, a few poets, teachers and the like, 
but no engineers, no crisp executives, no

money with them and they have to go.

Undoubtedly these figures indicate a 


tendency toward economy and thrift. 
But probably they are to some extent an 
index of the depreciation of European 
currencies, as well as of growth of indi- 
vidual prosperity. Economic wealth can 
be measured only in commodities, not in 
paper money. 


It is true that there are unmistakable 


indications of upstirring in Europe. For- 
eign trade is increasing, the wheels of in- 
dustry are turning, men are buckling 
down to work. It is obvious that Eur- 
ope is regaining painfully and slowly, 
though surely the ground lost by the war.

Philadelphia Record says: 


The bill m the Louisiana legislature compelling 


ing e\ e: j man to mai i y as soon as he is 25 looks 
like a joke, but it ha:, been reported by a com- 
mittee, which proposes to make it apply to wom- 
en as well as men. The other illusions of per- 
sonal liberty that ha\e been eftected. or that are 
now being pushed, make it impossible to assume 
without hesitation that a bill to compel men to 
marry and forbidding a woman to refuse the same 
man twice is entirely a joke. It looks like a symp- 
tom of times. There is no reason to suppose that 
the interference with personal libertj will stop 
here (the prohibition amendment.) There is now 
pending in congress a bill to censor telegraph, tel- 
ephone and postal communications in order to 
suppress news of wagers on horse races. It is 
acti\ely supported by a religious body which has 
taken the foremost part in pressing prohibition- 
There is renewed activity to prevent all recrea- 
tions on Sunday. Recently a boy was shot in a 
Virginia \Ulage incidental to the effort of a con- 
stable to enforce a local ordinance that every one 
should go to church or Keep inside of his house 
on Sunday. Elsewhere 25 men were arrested for 
fishing on Sunday. 
Laws were enacted over a 


century ago in the supposed aid of religion at a 
time w hen in some of the communities onlj church 
members could vote. Many of these laws have 
been dead letters for a long time. There are de- 
termmd efforts *o proscribe the use of tobacco, 
and in view of changes that have occurred in the 
past five years who shall say that a cigar will be 
a legal article of merchandise in 1925? 


A very curious feature of this decline 


of personal liberty, now unquestionably 
in progress in more than one country, is 
its accomplishment in notable instances 
at the demand of a minority in the name 
of democracy. The great war undoubt- 
edly caused a spread of democracy, but, 
strange to say, the new democracy repre- 
sents not gain but loss in personal liber- 
ty. For example, the Russians enjoy 
less personal freedom under the rule of 
the proletariat than was theirs under the 
rule of the Czars. Even in industry' they 
are not free agents, their labor being con- 
scripted by military forces. In the min- 
utest particulars the great majority must 
obey the orders of a small minority in 
control of the government machinery. 
The desire of a paternal and self-assured 
minority to chalk out the daily walk of 
the great mass of citizens, now so notice- 
able in other countries, has become in 
Russia an oppressive despotism that can- 
not fail to lead to another and more 
bloodv revolution

Wilson of New Jersey threw their sup- 
port solidly to Mr. Bryan and the 
coalition ultimately determined Con- 
vention destiny. 


Senator James of Kentucky—one ol 


Mr. Bryan's closest friends—became 
permanent chairman 
of the Convcn. 


tion and Senator 
Kern of Indiana 


who had been Mr. Bryan's choice for 
temporary chairman became head ol 
the lesolutious committee after Mr 
Bryan had declined this honor. 


The "unit rule" was rejected—for 


the first time in Democratic Nationa 
Convention history—by a vote of 565% 
to 491 1-3. This was another Wilson 
Bryan victory because it particular!} 
involved 18 district 
delegates from 


Ohio who had been instructed by pri- 
maries to vote for Wilson, but where 
the state convention, 
contiolled by 


the Harmon forces, had invoked the 
"unit rule" binding all Ohio delegates 
to the Ohio governor. 


It was apparent as the Convention 


progressed that the main Presidentia 
contest would 
lie between Speaker 


Champ Clark of Missouri and Govei 
nor Wilson. 
On the fourth, day the 


first ballot gave Clark 440%. Wilson

The Story of 16 Nominations 


By A. H. VANDENBEKG 


24. Underwood of Alabama 
Harmon of Ohio 148, Mai-shall of In- 
diana 31. Baldwin of Connecticut 22. 
Sulzur of New York 2. and Bryan 1. 
Under the two-thirds rule. 728 votes 
were necessary to a choice. 
Subsequent roll-calls up to the ninth 


showed few changes. Then came the 
first big break when New York swung 
90 votes from Harmon to Clark. On 
this ballot, the tenth, Clark reached 
the high->ater murk of 556—a clear 
majority, hut 170 votes short of the 
necessary two-thirds to nominate. On 
13 ballots the following day. Wilson 
gained 51 and Clark lost 90. When 
the Convention adjourned over. Sun- 
day, the \Vilsou forces were confident 
and the Clark forces were particular- 
ly bitter against Bryan for his anti- 
Clark posture. 


At the end of the forty-second bal- 


lot on the following Monday, the Con- 
vention was still dead-locked, with 494 
for Wilson and 430 for Clark. On the 
forty.third ballot. Illinois and West 
Virginia swung to Wilson. On the 
forty-fourth. Colorado followed suit. 
Before the forty-sixth ballot was un- 
der way. Senator Bankhead of Ala- 
bama took the platform and released 
the Underwood delegates, with the re- 
sult that Alabama, which had started 
every roll-call with 24 votes for Un- 
derwood, changed to Wilson. Senator 
Stone of Missouri took the stage and 
released all delegates who had been 
pledged to Clark. State after state 
then followed 
Alabama's 
example, 


and Governor Wilson was nominated 
with 900 votes to 84 for Clark and 12 
for Harmon. 


A tired but finally united Conven- 


tion quickly completed the ticket by 
nominating Governor Marshall of In- 
diana (over Governor John E. Burke 
of North Carolina) for Vice-President 
on two ballots.
